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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

7. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 6 where the means for substantially 
eliminating any discharge plume utilizes the radiant heat created by the apparatus to r educe s the 
moisture content of the discharge. 

REJOINDER 

2. Claims 3, 4 and 6-15 are allowable. Claims 16-19, which were previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of allowable 
claim 1 1 . Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the restriction requirement 
between inventions I and II, as set forth in the Office action mailed on August 6, 2009, is hereby 
withdrawn and claims 16-19 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1 . 104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
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claims of the instant application. 

Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 3, 4, 6-10 and 12-15 are allowable for the same reasons set forth in the Office 
Action mailed on September 15, 2008. Claims 1 1 is allowable for the same reasons set forth in 
the Office Action mailed on February 24, 2010. 

In addition, claims 16-19 are allowable. The prior art does not disclose or adequately 
suggest a method for using a sulphurous acid generator wherein, in particular, the sulphurous 
acid generator specifically comprises the structural features of a combustion chamber for 
combusting solid sulphur comprising one or more sidewalls, a base, a lid and a gas outlet; a 
hopper to hold the solid sulphur to be combusted comprising one or more sidewalls, a base and a 
lid, wherein the hopper substantially surrounds the combustion chamber; a first conduit 
connected to the gas outlet; and a second conduit comprising a restrictor and conducting a stream 
of water; wherein the first conduit extends into the restrictor so as to both point and terminate 
downstream in the restrictor.
